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I'm attorney | graduated from the University of 1964 in fact some lawyers since then and I'm a member of the 
bar of state of New York and of the District of Columbia | specialized in the 1970s in the military law practice 
military law in Asia Europe and they became the editor chief of the military war reporter in Washington for a 
number of years and in the 70s and 80s | was a staff counsel of the center of the Constitutional Rights in 
New York City | also was a professor at John Jay College of Criminal Justice this is a university with your 
your eye courses on propaganda and yes | have since 1977 or 78 in addition to being the practicing lawyer 
I've also in journalist and a publisher and writer specializing in intelligence related matters and particularly 
their relationship to the media for more than 20 years I've been the co publisher of a magazine called the 
covert action quarterly which particularly deals with reporting on intelligence agencies primarily US agencies 
but also armed | published magazine for the refused call lives of our times which specifically was a magazine 
about propaganda and disinformation and I've been the managing director of the Institute for media and 
houses for a number of years | also for about 20 years now | think | was one 
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was one the principal's in the publishing company called Sherman Square press that published books and 
pamphlets relating to intelligence and media dozens of articles on particularly online media and intelligence 
seven or eight books on the subject contributed sections to a number of other books and had many of our 
artists of course have been appeared in my own our own publications but also had artists teetering around 
including New York Times Washington Post and major media those appear a lot on the radio and television 
as an expert on on intelligence and commedia slowing down a bit now as I'm getting older | used to do a lot 
of speaking in universities and colleges around the country and debating government officials and people 
connecting the organizations that supported the CIA media for distant Romanian and Canada yes | have I've 
testified as an expert in that field in both state and federal courts in this country I've testified in our courts | 
testified before the United Nations on that subject most before you has come yes that's that's my CD diaper 
dirty 
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yes that's that's my CD diaper dirty probably shops TV and an expert witness the issues yes | have a 
summary of the subject the extent to which this type of activity by government still think putters yes | can 
teach in history but it should be noted that that governments around the world have secretly use the media 
purposes for many hundreds of years probably thousands but certainly the 16th of the 17th century use fight 
governments a series of the media for our purposes though the particularly relating to the u.s. the most 
significant of the first major deliberate program in this country was during World War when President Wilson 
said an organization called the committee for Public Information under a public relations executive Manning 
George creel the purpose of this

George creel the purpose of this committee was to propagandize the war effort against the Germany this 
was created immediately after the u.s. entered World War one 1917 and in propagandizing the war effort 
more news it was the policy of this committee to have no compunctions about falsifying the news whenever 
is felt that that was necessary to do to help the war effort here is an example the type of falsification of the 
news that you're talking about yes republic information very long too release documents supposedly genuine 
documents to the press in order to substantiate whatever particular position the most the government might 
be taken at the time one of the most famous that happened early that's its creation in 1917 was a 
disinformation campaign to suggest that the Russian revolutionaries Lenin in particular and Trotsky were 
actually German agents being paid by the Kaiser the government cripples committee made up the story they 
made up created funny documents that pass the mobile to friends in the major newspapers and almost 
immediately this was front-page news around the United States and the world yes this is the rest of the 
sections from an article where that headline appeared but that was it on the front page of the New York 
Times of 1917 and later it transpired that the documents were forgeries that have been created by mr. creel 
and of course this is obvious by the 
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and of course this is obvious by the current course of history the Russian revolutionaries were hardly friends 
mr. pizer it's much less employees and you continue with there's nothing yes after one the u.s. continued to 
be the or actually became the world's leader in control of information Britain had been more preeminent over 
that at the end of the world us was really both in control of overall communication media and disinformation 
was used by the government during the interwar years is particularly used in the red scares of the 1920s and 
the creation of this information suggests in various government work communist but it wasn't a major aspect 
of government policy until the advent of World War two and that was planning deliberate disinformation or a 
structure for or humidity deliberate disinformation became very very important history to bring about a certain 
well at the very beginning of World War two that were really two schools of thought competing both of which 
had government agencies one that was set up was called the office of War Information which was a civilian 
organizational or closely with the with the War Department as it was then called and it was headed by a man 
named Elmer Davis who's very famous reporter journalist his cause being was that the agency should tell the 
American people exactly what was happening to tell them the truth if he lost the battle somewhere in the 
Pacific we should tell the people we lost out of that little one about what we tell me 
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that little one about what we tell me why but he believed that in the long run we would do best by reporting 
the truth but at the same time another key organization of developers who was the Office of Strategic 
Services the OSS which was headed by military men in the Donovan who was known as Wild Bill Donovan 
who believed the same that George creel had had his philosophy from World War one which was that you 
should lie to the people whenever it's necessary you think lying will help maintain morale and win the war this 
struggle was was taking place of course in the context World War two and Donovan won both President 
Roosevelt and afterward with President Truman his philosophy that that disinformation was a powerful a 


valuable teppan for a country to have and that the disadvantages of lying to the American people were 
outweighed by the advantages of being able to manipulate the media so when the war was over also more 
information was dissolved the OSS was transformed into the CIA and the CIA was now was this thing 
increased I'm mindin World War two is over and now the CIA set up with this information as a major part of 
its work and in fact it's mostly supports later pointed out the largest single part of the CIA's operations the 
within the government at least the acceptability of linemen to the public became very widespread and 
acceptable even in time the piece there had been people who felt well it's one thing when you're at war but 
even in time and peace that he came acceptable and it spread from other agencies including the FBI 
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from other agencies including the FBI which also began to engage in media manipulation in a very very large 
way so in addition to being a wartime strategy perspective the security of the nation that also in times of war 
this tightly spotted the use in peacetime exactly that was the major difference certain things were much more 
acceptable or expected over the course of history in time of war and were generally supposed to stop when 
the wall is over out there were people who argued in the late forties that the Cold War was was a war it was 
like hot war that was the war that was on and that was why we had to do this but what really happened is 
there were not battles being waged between soldiers because it's not a hopper going on anywhere and yet 
the the infrastructure that is set up to spread this information to be able to lie became institutionalized and 
became operating at the grade level this child how is it that some individuals like yourself have become more 
aware of these kinds of practices in Nam well it's mostly because by coincidence there were a number of 
factors that came together mostly in the 1970s leading to major congressional investigations of these 
activities we some newspapers to fund serious investigative reports and in Midland late seventies there were 
series or series of congressional reports on intelligence activities section of which was devoted to new 
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section of which was devoted to new media activities and then there were major expose days in New York 
Times and The Washington Post it was sort of a warning mentality | guess that allowed this to happen there 
was a window of a few years when exposing government misconduct particularly past government 
misconduct as far as the government and certainly over the better but at least there was a window of 
opportunity that this was acceptable even within the mainstream establishment press was not frowned upon 
as much as it might have been at other times before and since before we the witness some specific 
instances work why is it so much what is it so successful well firstly the target of propaganda of this 
information the most do so speed is what we're talking about is the American public in general and 
sometimes the publicans go overseas this information is almost always by definition about things that the 
average person has no separate personal knowledge of otherwise it could really work | mean you can't fool 
the people you're talking about you can fool with other people who don't know that you're not trying to fool 
the people we're talking about the simplest example is yet not war when there was a massive bombing 
campaign in the US was bombing Cambodia President Nixon and Secretary of State Kissinger repeatedly 
made other statements that we are not dropping bombs in Cambodia will the Cambodians who looked out 
and saw the bombs fall in their backyard the American people by Amar's accepted these papers as proof 
and in fact that was a disinformation campaign later admit you're really we're 
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campaign later admit you're really we're talking about things that the public has no separate knowledge of 
and it's also reinforced by the fact that the Americans generally tend to believe what their government tells 
them to believe that government officials and all levels generally tell the truth and that if you have that that 
absence of skepticism is a major plus whether this information is and it's very very unusual around the world 
other than the United States and most other countries particularly in Europe it's much more the opposite 
people tend on average very skeptical of their companies use this treatment average Italian on the street will 
say it's probably a lot until you can prove to me otherwise it's not like because the others lie that's what they 


you know they sort of SPECT them that we're some Russians gone expect that yeah American can hear 
something use on television and assumes that what they're hearing is the truth unless they're Shawn 
compromised they assume that almost nothing is ever conspiracy in here it's very much a novice anything 
happens they tend to think it's a conspiracy unless you show that there wasn't | mean after all conspiracy just 
means you know more than one person being involved in sobbing | don't stop to think about it almost 
everything insignificant it happens anywhere involves more than one person get here there is not a myth 
really but there's just an underlying assumption for most things are not conspiracies when you have that it 
enables a government which has a propaganda program as a disinformation program to be relatively 
successful in in having it's 
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successful in in having it's misinformation acceptance the other reason why it might works even though as 
we as we know they're there somewhere there are people who know it's not true somewhere they know 
you're lying about something but another reason it works is that this information is very very effective over 
time the longer that you where you are control the spin on the story the more that spin becomes accepted as 
the absolute truth and this company the government has a great deal of how our intervals over that spin why 
well this is an area where | had to consult with other experts because it turns out really to be a neurological 
function explained to me by a Besser at Harvard Medical School and it has to do with way the human brain 
remembers things the way we learn things when we create patterns and associations that reinforced well it's 
sort of like channels in the brain that when certain things trigger certain collateral thoughts and when you 
associate one thing with another over time just the mention of the one brings the association of the other 
what this sometimes mean is that even when something is greater suppose is alive if it was accepted as the 
truth for a long time I'm sure of it as a lie is not believed it's a 20 or not the best example you know and 
money in my field is one that John stopped well he was a CIA officer and goal they were basically isolation

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intelligence because all this activity is useless unless there's a yes we can be we have a lot of information 
about the Cl a certain amount about military intelligence and the reason for this is because there were those 
congressional investigations that | mentioned before there have been reports published particularly from the 
Church Committee in the late seventies where they published volume antibodies describing these and media 
operations by the CIA and other agencies they the exact amounts of money that were meeting staff work 
were not divulged by those initial reports because that was considered to be classified the intelligence 


budgets are always classified except at the same time everything you read something newspaper where they 
say classified budget which is approximately 25 million dollars so on our sponsor so what we've learned from 
these reports is that the first thing was that about how much would that 
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thing was that about how much would that be we're talking about hundreds of millions of dollars a year just 
that | mean the intelligence budget now everything together is according to these all these reports that say a 
secret but is about 25 to 30 billion dollars a year now a lot of that is high-tech stuff has nothing to do with 
what I'm talking about satellites and so on but the stuff that goes to the CIA is several billion and when you 
factor out overhead and things like that you're kind of operational about most of the estimates suggest that 
that hundreds of billions hundreds of millions of dollars most of a billion dollars are being spent every year by 
the United States massive group again now yeah we have fairly good view this one CIA because it at least 
has been admitted in the past they did do this stuff they admit they do it now something they said within the 
United States are they they admit that that's part of what they do yeah yeah | is much harder to get these 
because they don't generally to conducting media and less until something gets exposed and they have to 
admit that particular operation they deny to an extent where it's really hard to try and estimate how much 
money is being used by the military intelligence agency but it's sort of clear that that hundreds of millions of 
dollars are being spent by various aspects of the government on deliberately creating and spreading lies 
when we get into this specific part of the campaign hey give us some idea of 
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the campaign hey give us some idea of the influence the CIA and the FBI had over the media yes again this 
is something that very specific figures came out in the seventies and eighties and we don't know the precise 
figures today we have no reason to think that that they are significantly less than what came out but when 
the church he made reported on CIA media operations for example beyond friends in the press beyond 
having people who were just generally similar lines it turned out that they had thousands of journalists didn't 
ever employ not not really friendly not merely agents not maybe someone who could pass a story to the 
people who might appear to the outside world to be a reporter for CBS was in fact the CIA employee gave 
salary in CIA and that was repeated thousands of times all around the world they also owned outright the 
CIA about at that time about 250 or more media organizations that's wire services newspapers magazines 
radio TV stations all around the world | think only the actual shareholder of the Company turned out to be 
some CIA frauds did not need very many of these organizations because those that got many wasn't had to 
close down immediately but if it was learned that even things like the wrong daily American major in most
